Biography 


MR. SHORTER was born in 
Newark, N. J. and graduated from 
Arts High School in Newark. He 
also attended New York University 
with Dr. Martin Krivin, Coordinator 
of Jazz Programming at William 
Paterson College. Shorter primari- 
ly played tenor saxophone while 
with Art Blakey ('59 - '63) and with 
Miles Davis whom he joined in '64.' 
Shorter gradually transferred the 
emphasis of his performance to 
soprano saxophone. During his 
years with Davis, he further 
consolidated his reputation as a 
composer of highly sophisticated 
contemporary works. Notable 
among them were: E.S.P., Iris, Orbits, Footprints, Nerfertiti and others. 


Shorter left Davis in the spring of '70 and later that year co-founded 
the group, Weather Report, with Joe Zawinul. However, he continued to 
compose music and record under his own name. Some of those com- 
positions are: Black Diamond, Pay As You Go, Peaches and Cream, 
Genesis, Mephistopheles, and many others. Shorter has appeared in 
virtually every major Jazz festival around the World. He has been an 
annual winner on soprano saxophone in the Down Beat polls since 69. 
some of his L.P.’s are: The All Seeing Eye, Super Nova, Adam’s Apple, 
Mysterious Traveler, | Sing the Body Electric, Sweetnighter, and Weather 
Report.
